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TOWN  MEETING  -  MARCH  4,  1975 


A  legal  meeting  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Plymouth  was  held  in  the  gym- 
nasium of  the  Plymouth  Area  High  School  on  Tuesday,  March  4,  1975,  and  was 
opened  at  10:00  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  bv  the  Moderator  Atty.  George  T.  Ray,  Jr., 
reading  from  the  1 975  Warrant.  After  reading  Article  I,  which  was  to  be  voted  upon  by 
ballot  during  the  voting  hours  of  10:00  a.m.  through  6:00  p.m.,  it  was  voted  to 
dispense  with  further  reading  of  the  Warrant  until  7:30  o'clock  in  the  afternoon. 
Moderator  Ray  then  declared  the  polls  open  to  Article  I  in  the  Town  Warrant  and 
Article  I  in  the  School  District  Warrant  and  to  close  not  earlier  than  6  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon. 

The  polls  were  closed  to  voting  on  Article  I  in  the  Town  Warrant  and  Article  I  of  the 
School  District  Warrant  at  6  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  and  the  counting  of  ballots 
commenced. 

At  7:30  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  the  212th  annual  Town  Meeting  was  opened  by 
Moderator  Ray  for  voting  on  Articles  2  through  37  of  the  Town  Warrant.  Rev.  Thomas 
Fowler  gave  the  invocation  and  Mrs.  Wayne  Lewison  led  the  salute  to  the  flag.

SPECIAL  EMERGENCY  MEETING  OFTHETOWN  OF  PLYMOUTH,  N.H, 

June  30, 1975 


The  Special  Emergency  Meeting  of  the  Town  of  Plymouth  was  called  to  order  at  the 
Plymouth  Court  House  on  June  30,  1975  at  10:00  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  by 
Moderator  George  T.  Ray,  Jr.  Selectmen  Lewison,  Sears,  and  Crowley  were  present.  It 
was  voted  to  dispense  with  the  reading  of  the  Warrant,  with  the  exception  of  Article  IV 
which  was  to  be  voted  upon  by  written  ballot  during  the  voting  hours.  Voting  by 
written  ballot  on  Article  IV  started  at  10:00  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  with  polls  not  to 
close  before  6:00  o'clock  in  the  afternoon.  Articles  I  through  III  and  V  of  the  Warrant 
were  to  be  taken  up  at  the  eveni  ng  meeting  to  convene  at  the  Plymouth  Court  House  at 
7:30  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  June  30,  1975. 

The  polls  were  closed  to  voting  on  Article  IV  at  6:00  o'clock  in  the  afternoon.  The 
result  of  the  vote  was  as  follows: 

Total  Votes  Cast: 50 
Affirmative:     49  Negative:      1 

Thus,  the  existing  town  zoning  ordinance  of  the  Town  of  Plymouth,  N.H.  shall  be 
amended  adding  a  new  article  requiring  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  proposing  to 
construct,  place,  alter  or  enlarge  any  building,  mobile  home  or  other  structure  in  the 
flood  prone  areas  of  the  town  to  obtain  a  building  permit  from  the  Selectmen. 

At  7:30  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  with  thirty-one  residents  in  presence,  Moderator 
Ray  re-convened  the  Special  Emergency  Meeting  of  the  Town  of  Plymouth.  Article  I, 
II,  III  and  V  of  the  Warrant  were  read,  following  which  Moderator  Ray  gave  a  summary, 
to  those  present,  of  the  results  of  voting  on  Article  IV. 

Henry  Ahern,  Sr.  moved  that  Article  I,  II,  III  and  V  be  passed  over.  This  motion  was 
not  seconded. 

Robert  Frey  moved,  and  the  motion  was  seconded,  that  Article  I  be  passed  as  read. 
Selectman  Lewison  gave  a  brief  explanation  of  the  reason  for  the  need  of  the  ad- 
ditional funds  to  complete  the  incinerator  project,  the  reason  being  an  under  estimate 
of  the  cost  of  the  project.  Architect  Richard  Phillips  was  present  to  answer  many 
questions  from  the  residents  concerning  the  incinerator  project.  Robert  Frey  ex- 
pressed his  opinion  in  favor  of  the  voting  of  these  funds  in  order  to  complete  this 
project  so  that  it  may  operate  at  its  fullest  capacity  of  incineration  and  recycling 
abilities. 

According  to  the  Municipal  Finance  Act,  as  related  by  Moderator  Ray,  it  was  not 
necessary  that  a  ballot  vote  be  taken  or  polls  held  open  for  one  hour  for  voting  on 
Article  I  as  the  funds  to  be  voted  upon  ($50,000.00)  amounted  to  less  than 
$100,000.00.  Therefore,  the  residents  present  were  asked  to  stand  to  express  their 
vote  as  to  the  appropriation  of  a  sum  not  to  exceed  $50,000.00  to  complete  the 
financing  of  the  cost  of  construction  and  equipping  an  incineration  -  recycling  solid 
waste  disposal  facility  for  the  Town. 

By  standing  vote,  Article  I  was  passed  as  read : 

Total  Votes  Cast:     29 
Affirmative:     27  Negative:      2 

It  was  then  moved  by  Harold  Trojano  that  Article  II  be  passed  as  read.  This  motion 
was  seconded.  Mr.  Trojano  gave  an  explanation  of  the  national  flood  insurance 
project  and  his  opinion  of  the  need  for  the  town  to  adopt  this  program.  Mr.  Trojano 
answered  many  questions  of  those  present  also.  By  voice  vote,  Article  II  was  voted  as 
read  and  the  Town  of  Plymouth  adopted  the  resolutions  of  Article  II  of  the  Warrant  for 
this  Special  Emergency  Meeting.

Consideration  of  Article  III  was  moved  and  seconded.  Harold  Trojano,  being 
Chairman  of  the  Planning  Board,  was  called  upon  again  for  explanation.  After  much 
discussion,  the  original  question  was  voted  upon.  By  voice  vote,  Article  III  was  ap- 
proved as  written  in  the  Warrant ;  whereby  the  Town,  persuant  to  RSA  36:19-a,  voted 
to  empower  the  Planning  Board  to  review,  and  approve,  or  disapprove,  site  plans  for 
the  development  of  tracts  for  non-residential  uses  whether  or  not  such  development 
includes  a  subdivision  or  re-subdivision  of  the  site. 

Under  Article  V,  it  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  meeting  be  adjourned.  It  was 
voted  to  adjourn  at  8:35  o'clock  in  the  afternoon.

To  choose  one  member  of  the  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  for  a  term  of  five 
years. 

11 .  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the 
maintenance  and  construction  of  highways  and  bridges  and  authorize  withdrawal 
from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  established  under  the  provisions  of  the  State  and 
Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972  of  the  sum  of  $3,150.00  for  use  as  a  set-off  against  the 
amount  appropriated  under  this  article  to  purchase  a  new  pickup  truck. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $4,000.00  for 
sidewalks. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $682.66  in  order 
to  secure  from  the  State  the  sum  of  $4,551 .08  for  town  road  aid. 

14.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  to  defray 
the  costs  of  operating  the  Fire  Department. 

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,500.00  for  the 
Sceva  Speare  Memorial  Hospital  to  be  used  exclusively  for  the  purchase  of  needed 
equipment. 

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $22,495.00  for 
ambulance  service. 

17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  transfer  $4,000.00  of 
the  sum  appropriated  under  Article  16  to  the  capital  reserve  fund  which  was 
established  for  a  new  ambulance. 

18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,009.00  as  the 
Town's  share  of  the  costs  of  operation  of  the  North  Country  Council  for  the  year 
beginning  July  1 ,  1976,  and  ending  June  30,  1977.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $30,000.00  to 
defray  the  costs  of  operating  the  incinerator-recycling  plant. 

22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $4,719.00  to  be 
used  by  the  Pemi-Baker  Home  Health  Agency  as  Plymouth's  share  in  the  helping  to 
defray  the  expenses  of  operating  a  visiting  nurse  and  therapeutics  service  in  the  area, 
and  to  authorize  withdrawal  of  said  sum  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  established 
under  the  provisions  of  the  State  and  Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972. 

23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1 ,500.00  for  the 
maintenance  and  improvement  of  the  Plymouth  Airport. 

24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in 
anticipation  of  taxes,  and  pay  the  obligations  of  the  Town. 
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25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  administer,  lease, 
rent,  sell  and  convey  or  otherwise  dispose  of  any  real  estate  acquired  by  the  Town  by 
any  Tax  Collector's  deeds. 

26.  To  choose  one  member  of  the  Budget  committee  for  a  term  of  three  years. 

27.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  with  respect  to  the  Locker  Plant  property 
on  Highland  Street. 

28.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  a  deed  from  Harry  E.  Welch  and  Amelia  S.  Welch 
of  a  strip  of  land  fifty  (50)  feet  in  width,  of  which  twenty-five  (25)  feet  is  presently  hot- 
topped,  and  two  hundred  eighty-four  (284)  feet  in  length,  running  northerly  from 
Fairgrounds  Road,  between  land  of  Harry  and  Amelia  Welch  and  land  of  George  Cote, 
to  be  used  as  a  town  road;  the  deed  to  contain  a  description  by  metes  and  bounds 
satisfactory  to  the  Selectmen.  (By  petition) 

29.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1 ,000.00  to  be 
used  in  connection  with  the  American  Bicentennial. 

30.  To  take  the  sense  of  the  meeting  as  to  whether  or  not  the  Selectmen  should 
require  parallel  parking  on  the  entire  east  side  of  the  Town  Common. 

31 .  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  act  on  behalf  of  the 
Town  with  respect  to  cable  television  franchises  pursuant  to  R.S.A.  53-C. 

32.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  change  the  position  of  Town  Road  Agent  from 
elective  office  to  a  position  to  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the  Selectmen  effective  at 
the  expiration  of  the  1976  term. 

33.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  Selectmen  to  oppose  further  ex- 
pansion in  the  Plymouth  State  College  enrollment  until  adequate  off-street  parking  for 
students  is  provided  by  Plymouth  State  College.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  1975 


During  1975  we  have  proceeded  with  the  construction  of  the  new  incinerator- 
recycling  building  to  go  along  with  the  new  town  incinerator.  It  is  the  expectation  of 
the  Selectmen  that  this  facility  will  be  in  full  operation  by  the  end  of  March  1976. 
There  have  been  unexpected  delays  in  the  completion  of  the  project  due  to  the  non- 
delivery of  certain  electrical  parts.  However,  to  date,  the  incinerator  has  operated  for 
several  days  of  trial  runs  without  any  problems.  We  expect  the  incinerator  recycling 
facility  to  operate  to  the  satisfaction  of  everyone  as  soon  as  all  the  supporting 
equipment  is  installed.  We  feel  that  we  have  a  very  able  young  man  to  run  this  new 
Town  Department. 

The  Selectmen  of  all  communities  are  faced  with  the  DDT's.  Plymouth  is  no  dif- 
ferent: Dogs.  Dumps.  Taxes!  These  are  the  three  recurring  problems.  This  year  we 
tackled  the  Dog  problem  with  the  hiring  of  a  full-time  Dog  Officer  for  a  part  of  the 
year.  We  were  able  to  utilize  the  Federal  Manpower  Training  Program  in  paying  for  the 
Dog  Officer's  salary.  A  slight  improvement  in  the  stray  dog  situation  has  resulted.  In 
the  future  we  expect  to  raise  funds  to  have  a  Special  Dog  officer  available  for  patroi  at 
least  a  few  hours  each  week.  It  is  our  belief  that  State  Legislation  is  long  overdue  in 
allowing  the  towns  to  charge  an  ample  fee  for  the  registration  of  dogs. 

In  July  of  1975  your  new  Mack  fire  engine  was  delivered.  This  1250  gallons  per 
minute  pumper  is  a  valued  addition  to  our  Fire  Department.  You  have  probably  seen 
this  lime-yellow  vehicle.  It  is  not  only  a  striking  piece  of  equipment  in  appearance  but 
through  our  firemen  it  has  shown  its  effectiveness  as  a  pumper,  at  the  Campton 
Shopping  Center  fire.  We  were  able  to  dispose  of  the  temporary  fire  truck  pumper 
purchased  from  the  City  of  Laconia  for  $1 200.00 ;  in  December  we  accepted  a  bid  on 
this  old  truck  for  $650.00  from  a  member  of  the  gentle  sex  who  wanted  it  as  a 
Christmas  present  for  a  friend.  We  all  thought,  "They  must  have  a  very  large  Tree!." 

It  must  be  stated  here  for  the  citizens  of  Plymouth  to  know  that  our  participation  in 
Federal  Revenue  sharing  monies  has  been  a  distinct  advantage  to  this  community. 
We  have  seen  the  receipt  of  over  $200,000  for  Plymouth  since  inception  of  the  State 
and  Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972.  Through  the  wise  use  of  these  Revenue  Sharing 
funds  you  have  been  able  to  hold  your  property  tax  burden  at  a  reduced  level.  You 
have  voted  Revenue  Sharing  monies  for  medical  assistance;  Pemi-Baker  Home 
Health  Agency.  You  have  voted  revenue  sharing  monies  for  recreation :  Plymouth  Park 
&  Recreation  Program.  You  have  voted  Revenue  Sharing  monies  for  fire  protection ;  a 
new  pumper  for  Plymouth's  Fire  Department.  You  have  voted  monies  for  social 
programs:  the  Baker-Pemi  Senior  Citizens.  We  are  proud  of  what  you  have  done  with 
Federal  Revenue  Sharing  dollars.  It  is  the  hope  of  this  Board  of  Selectmen  that 
revenue  sharing  will  be  continued  as  a  federal  program. 

There  appears  to  us  many  aspects  of  town  government  that  are  not  always  in  view 
of  the  citizen.  Yet.  in  no  way  is  any  thing  secret.  In  many  respects  we  are  more  ad- 
vanced when  compared  to  our  neighboring  communities.  It  is  by  choice  that 
Plymouth  has  a  full  time  fire  department,  a  full  time  police  department,  an  active 
highway  department  and  a  superior  school  system.  At  the  same  time,  we  are  bur- 
dened by  taxes  to  pay  for  these  services  provided  our  citizens.  But  your  Selectmen 
have  seen  a  very  limited  growth  in  the  property  tax  base  in  Plymouth.  We  have  also 
seen  the  tax  base  eroded  by  State  Statutes  that  allow  for  tax  exemptions  under  state 
law  but  make  no  provision  to  reimburse  the  community  for  lost  revenues.  In  the  year 
1975  the  tax  rate  for  Plymouth  as  established  by  the  State  Board  of  Revenue  Ad- 
ministration was  set  at  $2.90  per  hundred  dollars  of  valuation,  or  $29  dollars  per 
thousand.  From  this  figure  of  $2.90  it  took  82  cents  to  run  all  town  departments,  i.e., 
fire,  police,  highway,  town  offices.  It  took  1 5  cents  of  the  $2.90  to  pay  our  county  tax. 
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This  15  cents  is  your  share  for  the  operation  of  Grafton  County  government.  The 
remainder  of  $2.90,  namely  $1 .83,  was  paid  to  operate  the  Plymouth  School  System. 
Thus  it  can  be  seen  that  the  bulk  of  your  tax  dollar  goes  to  provide  our  educational 
needs. 

We  believe  that  the  day  is  here  when  we  as  a  community  are  going  to  have  to  decide 
to  live  within  our  means  or  be  willing  to  suffer  the  burden  of  increased  property  taxes. 
One  has  only  to  review  the  list  of  uncollected  and  unredeemed  property  taxes  to 
realize  that  for  many  the  burden  is  already  overwhelming.  We  wish  to  emphasize  that 
the  day  is  fast  approaching  when  our  citizens  will  not  be  able  to  bear  the  cost  of  in- 
creasing demands  for  services.  It  is  our  opinion  that  all  citizens  should  become  more 
involved  with  all  levels  of  government.  We  must  strive  to  live  within  our  means. 

In  1975  a  new  state  law  was  passed  by  the  legislature  that  should  enable  the 
Selectmen  to  levy  property  taxes  on  Plymouth  State  College  property  that  is  not  used 
by  the  State.  Specifically  we  envision  being  able  to  tax  married  students'  housing, 
dining  hall  facilities,  dormitories  and  other  pieces  of  property  that  are  not  used 
directly  by  Plymouth  State  College.  Ultimately,  the  courts  will  probably  have  to 
decide  the  legality  of  the  statute.  But  here  is  a  law  that  will  enable  the  State  College  to 
assist  us  in  carrying  the  burden  of  providing  municipal  services.  We  intend  to  pursue 
this  matter  to  its  conclusion. 

As  a  lighter  note  for  the  year  1975,  we  wish  to  paraphrase  a  line  from  the  play 
"1776",  to  wit,  "When  God  made  one  foolish  man,  we  call  him  a  disgrace;two  foolish 
men  we  call  a  law  firm;  three  foolish  men  we  call  a  Board  of  Selectmen."  We  wish  to 
encourage  your  attendance  and  participation  at  our  Town  Meeting.  And  during  the 
Bicentennial  year  of  1976  your  making  your  wishes  known  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
can  only  result  in  a  more  aware  commuity  leadership.  We  strive  to  do  our  best  for  you 
and  for  Plymouth.

PLYMOUTH  AIRPORT 


This  past  year  improvements  made  at  the  airport  consisted  of  replacing  60  posts  in 
the  segmented  circle  surrounding  the  wind  sock,  and  cementing  one-half  of  the 
hangar  floor.  The  other  part  of  the  floor  is  to  be  done  this  year.  Also,  this  coming 
summer  the  north  end  of  the  runway  will  be  raised  approximately  one  foot  to  alleviate 
the  mud  problems  that  occur  each  spring.  This  project  will  be  possible  with  some 
financial  help  from  the  New  Hampshire  Aeronautics  Commission. 

Presently  we  have  eight  aircraft  based  here  permanently.  Traffic  is  up  about  10% 
over  last  year,  due  mainly  to  increased  use  by  local  business  firms.

Report  to  Town  of  Plymouth  for  year  1975 

This  department  responded  to  107  calls  this  past  year. 

Box  Alarms  31 

Silent  Alarms  36 

Out  of  Town  Alarms  24 

False  Alarms  16 

We  took  delivery  of  our  1250  GPM  Mack  fire  engine— It  came  just  in  time  as  we  had 
to  have  the  pump  rebuilt  on  our  1964  Maxim  fire  engine  and  have  the  fenders  repaired 
at  the  same  time.  We  also  had  to  put  four  new  traction  tires  on  this  engine. 

We  sent  13  men  to  the  Lily  Pond  fire  school— June  14  and  15th.  In  September  we 
sent  nine  men  to  fire  school  in  Fitzwilliams.  These  classes  were  held  for  two  days.  We 
have  24  regular  training  meetings  at  the  local  fire  station  each  year.  We  have  inter- 
department  drills  with  towns  in  Twin  Rivers  Mutual  Aid  System.  In  the  past  year  we 
have  had  the  Towns  of  Campton  and  Rumney  join  this  system. 

Our  radio  system  is  getting  in  poor  condition.  The  fire  whistle  on  the  station  can 
not  be  heard  half  the  time  by  the  firemen.  If  we  do  not  replace  our  radio  equipment 
soon  we  will  not  be  able  to  get  the  men  when  we  need  them.  In  the  past  the  men  have 
purchased  their  monitors  themselves  so  they  can  get  the  call  for  a  fire.  It  would  seem 
a  little  too  much  to  expect  men  to  keep  fighting  our  fires  and  then  have  them  buy  their 
own  equipment   to  alert  themselves. 

Just  ask  vourself  if  you  would  buy  a  radio  so  you  could  drag  out  at  midnight  at  20 
below  zero;  poke  around  in  smoke-filled  building  with  a  fire  hose  freezing  to  your 
gloves,  and  not  be  able  to  see  if  the  floor  is  there  a  foot  ahead  of  your  boot. 

Let's  help  the  men  who  are  out  to  help  you.  It  may  be  you  or  a  friend  in  that  smoke- 
filled  house.

This  trend  seems  to 
be  with  us.  The  ambulance  calls  keep  increasing  each  year. 

The  ambulance  had  to  have  some  extensive  body  repairs.  The  highway  salt  got  at  it. 
We  wash  this  vehicle  after  each  run  and  keep  it  inside  but  the  rust  still  takes  it  toll. 

The  men  who  work  with  the  ambulance  service  have  done  a  very  good  job  this  past 
year  and  I  feel  sure  they  will  do  the  same  next  year.  It  seems  I  just  reported  the  at- 
tendants who  have  taken  the  E.M  .T.  course  and  now  we  must  have  a  refresher  course 
by  June  of  1977.  The  law  requires  this  group  to  really  stay  alert  and  abreast  of 
emergency  ambulance  work.

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INCINERATOR-RECYCLING  PLANT 


In  1974  the  Town  of  Plymouth  voted  to  build  an  Incinerator,  and  to  incorporate  a 
recycling  program  to  help  offset  the  cost  of  operation.  This  spring  (1976)  we  are 
starting  the  program,  and  in  order  to  be  successful  and  economical,  the  valuable 
materials  must  be  separated  from  the  trash  at  the  source.  Hence  the  name  "source 
separation." 

Source  separation  in  Plymouth  will  be  very  simple.  Basically,  we  are  going  to 
separate  the  noncombustibles,  metal  and  glass,  high-grade  paper,  newspapers,  and 
bulk  cardboard.  In  the  home,  separation  is  just  a  matter  of  taking  two  bags  or  boxes 
and  labelling  one  "glass"  and  the  other  "metal",  and  using  them  when  you  throw  trash 
away.  Just  pile  newspapers  in  a  convenient  place  and  tie  them  periodically  for  easier 
handling.  Another  thing  which  can  be  done  is  to  drain  kitchen  waste  or  compost  it 
before  putting  the  trash  out  to  be  picked  up. 

Since  we  initiated  a  voluntary  recycling  program  in  December  we  have  collected 
about  31/2  tons  of  cardboard,  a  ton  of  newspapers,  a  ton  of  cans  and  about  a  ton  and 
a  half  of  glass.  If  everyone  in  Plymouth  cooperates  we  should  get  at  least  that  much 
each  week.

ANNUAL  REPORT,  1975 

To  the  Trustees: 

The  library  is  now  able  to  provide  another  service  to  the  community  with  the  pur- 
chase of  a  Bell  &  Howell  16mm  movle  projector  and  screen.  This  service  was  made 
possible  through  the  Grant-in-Aid  jnd.  Numerous  reference  books  and  additional 
records  were  also  purchased  with  monies  from  this  grant.  The  projector  is  being  used 
by  several  organizations  as  well  as  for  the  summer  reading  program  promoted  by  the 
library  each  summer. 

The  library  wishes  to  acknowledge  the  donations  received  in  the  past  year.  They 
include  generours  gifts  from  the  Young  Ladies  Library  Association  and  from  the 
estate  of  Mrs.  Mi II icent  Foster,  a  former  Plymouth  resident.  Several  excellent  book 
collections  were  also  donated. 

Seven  libraries  in  the  area  are  considered  as  being  directly  affiliated  with  the 
Plymouth  library  in  its  capacity  as  a  Service  Center  library.  The  librarians  from  these 
libraries  met  in  May  to  discuss  mutual  problems  and  ways  of  improving  library, 
services.  It  was  agreed  to  exchange  magazine  and  reference  holdings  in  each  library, 
as  well  as  indicating  the  areas  in  which  each  library  has  outstanding  collections. 

Activities  at  the  library  during  the  year  included  the  weekly  story  hours  February  19- 
April  10  conducted  by  students  of  the  Children's  Literature  classes  at  Plymouth  State 
College.  The  Bicentennial  committee  of  the  Plymouth  Historical  Society  and  The 
Historical  Society  use  the  library  for  their  meetings.  Group  visits  to  the  library  were 
also  made  by  Boy  Scouts,  Senior  Citizens  and  the  Pemi  Development  Center.  The 
library  continues  its  work  with  area  teachers  who  use  our  resources  to  supplement 
their  classroom  materials.  Ten  exhibits  in  book  and  poster  form  were  shown  at  the 
library. 

With  the  assistance  of  Miss  Cynthia  Miller,  State  Library  Consultant,  3  weeding 
sessions  of  the  non-fiction  collection  were  held  during  the  year.  The  discarded  books 
are  given  to  the  Sceva  Speare  Auxiliary  for  the  annual  fair. 

Mrs.  Patricia  Topham  has  now  completed  6  of  the  8  required  Public  Library 
Techniques  courses. 

The  librarian  attended  9  library  meetings,  one  of  which  was  receiving  the  certificate 
of  recognition  for  meeting  qualification  standards  under  the  Statewide  Library 
Development  Program  awarded  by  the  State  Library  Commission.

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1975  CIVIL  DEFENSE  REPORT 


The  Plymouth  Civil  Defense  Unit  had  no  real  emergencies  during  1975.  At  a 
meeting  held  at  the  Plymouth  Armory  on  December  10,  Federal  and  State  Civil 
Defense  Personnel  assisted  area  town  officials  in  evaluating  their  respective  towns  as 
to  their  ability  to  handle  local   emergencies. 

The  Special  Police  Unit  of  the  Civil  Defense  had  an  active  year.  Approximately  1675 
hours  were  logged  in  at  the  P.D.  as  actual  hours  spent  in  training  in  uniform  with 
members  of  the  regular  Police  Department.  In  addition,  over  1 200  hours  were  spent  in 
a  paid  status  by  members  of  the  Special  Police  Unit  acting  as  replacements  for  regular 
officers  who  were  attending  training  schools  or  were  on  leave.  This  also  includes 
covering  extra  duty  assignments  which  the  regular  officers  were  unable  to  handle. 
Also  a  six  week  course  in  basic  police  procedures  was  held,  enabling  the  Unit  to  be 
brought  up  to  full  stength.  Various  surrounding  towns  sent  recently  appointed  of- 
ficers to  the  training  school.  The  classes  were  under  the  direction  of  James  Chase, 
training  officer  of  the  local  unit,  and  utilized  volunteer  intructors  from  neighboring 
Police  Departments  and  various  professional  organizations.

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PARKS  AND  RECREATION  COMMISSION 
DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Serving  the  recreational  needs  of  the  town  of  Plymouth,  the  Parks  and  Recreation 
Commission  conducts  recreational  activities  and  maintains  facilities  at  Fox  Park  and 
AREA  High  School. 

During  the  past  year  43  programs  were  conducted.  This  was  a  record  number. 
Highlights  included  the  summer  "Fun  and  Sun"  playground  program  with  swimming 
at  Newfound  Lake  and  special  trips  to  Rye  Beach  and  Cannon  Mountain.  Our  weekday 
ski  program  was  initiated  and  since  has  expanded  to  use  of  the  facilities  at  Tenney 
Mountain.  Halloween  window  painting  returned  and  thanks  to  the  efforts  of  the  local 
merchants  was  a  big  success. 

Looking  toward  our  country's  bicentennial  birthday,  we  hope  to  continue  our 
successful  programs  and  possibly  introduce  new  activities  such  as  coed  soccer,  girls' 
Softball  and  conduct  a  bicentennial  fire  hydrant  painting.  The  restoration  of  the  pond 
at  Fox  Park  is  and  will  be  further  explored  along  with  other  needed  facilities.

Also,  a 
special  thank  you  goes  to  radio  station  WPNH  and  the  RECORD  CITIZEN  whose 
cooperation  and  assistance  helped  our  department  serve  the  people  of  Plymouth. 

A  donation  from  the  Faculty  Wives  Club  enabled  us  to  provide  free  skiing  at  our  ski 
hill  for  all  ages  to  enjoy.  Our  Bantam  Baseball  teams  received  a  special  treat  in  the 
form  of  baseball  hats  made  possible  by  Dick  McCormack.

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INFORMATION  BOOTH  REPORT

Gentlemen, 

The  Information  Booth  opened  on  Saturday,  June  28th  and  closed  on  Sunday, 
August  31st,  1975.  It  was  ably  attended  by  Miss  Hazel  Downing  and  as  usual  Hazel 
did  a  fine  job.  One  of  the  highlights  for  the  booth  was  a  front  page  story  by  the 
Plymouth  Record  on  Hazel's  years  of  experience  with  the  booth. 

There  were  4,781  cars  that  stopped  at  the  booth  in  1975  compared  to  5,518  in  1974 
and  4,421  in  1973.  These  cars  carried  14,409  people,  compared  to  13,730  in  1974  but 
13,020  in  1973.  This  showed  a  decrease  in  cars  of  737  from  1975  over  1974,  but  an 
increase  in  people  of  679. 

Tourists  from  all  states  were  served  except  Alaska,  Mississippi,  and  Wyoming. 

All  Canadian  provinces  were  served,  except  British  Columbia,  Manitoba, 
Newfoundland  and  Saskatchewan.  Also  tourists  from  Australia,  Belgium,  England, 
Finland,  France,  Germany,  Holland,  Israel,  Italy,  Liberia,  Netherlands,  Scotland,  and 
Switzerland,  were  served. 

The  Plymouth  Chamber  of  Commerce  wishes  to  thank  Clarence  Jones  for  his  ef- 
ficient and  dedicated  service  of  managing  the  Information  Booth  for  the  past  1 5  years, 
the  taxpayers  of  the  town  of  Plymouth  for  the  financial  support  of  the  booth,  which 
goes  entirely  toward  the  salary  of  Miss  Downing,  and  to  Wallace  Cushing  for  his 
services  and  material  in  maintaining  the  booth  in  repair  of  broken  glass,  and  painting 
the  booth.

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PEMI-BAKER  HOME  HEALTH  AGENCY,  INC. 
ANNUAL  REPORT  TO  TOWNS 

In  1 975,  the  Agency  added  a  new  service.  This  program  is  entitled  the  Home  Health 
Aide/Homemaker  service.  Its  purpose  is  to  offer  low  cost  care  in  the  home  to  patients 
who  in  years  past  have  been  kept  hospitalized  with  much  expense  because  no 
reasonable  alternative  was  available.  With  this  service,  under  the  direct  supervision  of 
one  of  our  Registered  Nurses,  the  Agency  places  an  Aide/Homemaker  in  the  home  to 
aid  the  patient  with  personal  care  and  with  light  housekeeping  directly  associated 
with  the  patient.  To  receive  this  service,  the  Agency  requires  doctor's  orders,  as  with 
any  service  offered  within  its  programs. 

The  Agency  is  financed  by  the  following  methods: 

a)  Medicare  reimbursement 

b)  Blue  Cross  '65' 

c)  Medicaid 

d)  Town  Appropriations 

e)  Private  patients 

Definition-patients   who   are   under   Doctor's    orders,    but   do    not    qualify    for 
services  under  a,  b,  or  c  above. 

Almost  all  the  Towns  serviced  by  the  Agency  contribute  less  than  the  Agency 
spends  in  caring  for  their  town's  citizens.  The  Agency's  per  capita  request  to  the 
eleven  participating  towns  has  been  the  lowest  made  by  N.H.'s  Home  Health 
Agencies.  In  1975,  the  Agency  discounted  to  private  patients,  based  on  their  ability  to 
pay,  for  services  rendered  nearly  14,000.00  (fourteen  thousand  dollars).  For  this 
reason,  this  year  we  have  asked  for  an  increase  on  a  per  capita  basis  from  each  town. 

The  Pemi-Baker  Home  Health  Agency  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank 
the  Town  for  its  cooperation  and  its  continued  support.

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TOWN  REPORT  FROM  THE  NORTH  COUNTRY  COUNCIL 


Assistance  with  the  preparation  of  a  HUD  Community  Development  pre- 
application,  continued  information  on  the  flood  insurance  program,  and  the  Flood 
District  Ordinance,  and  information  on  potential  industrial  development  activities  are 
the  local  services  the  North  Country  Council  provided  to  the  town  in  1975.  NCC  staff 
attended  seven  (7)  meetings. 

On  the  regional  level,  the  North  Country  Council  prepared  a  public  transportation 
plan  and  is  working  toward  the  implementation  of  its  recommendations.  The  Council 
became  the  economic  development  district  for  northern  New  Hampshire  in  July,  1975, 
and  is  currently  carrying  out  this  function.  Several  region-wide  meetings  on  Water 
Supply  and  Pollution  Control  Commission  regulations,  economic  development, 
seminars  for  planning  board  members,  and  recycling  of  newsprint  were  sponsored.  A 
recently  completed  report  entitled  "The  Regulation  of  Mobile  Homes  in  the  Com- 
munity", prepared  by  the  Council,  provides  technical  information  to  planning  board 
members  and  local  officials  in  the  area  of  mobile  homes. 

In  1975,  the  Council  increased  its  base  of  local  support  from  19  to  29  towns.  The 
Council  coordinates  its  activities  with  other  agencies  in  order  to  avoid  any  possible 
duplication  of  effort. 

Planning  News,  the  Council's  bi-monthly  newsletter,  disseminates  useful  in- 
formation on  land  use,  state  legislation,  court  decisions,  and  general  activities  to 
interested  persons  in  town.  A  town  resident  can  be  placed  on  the  mailing  list  by 
contacting  the  town's  NCC  representative  or  the  Council  office  in  Franconia,  N.H. 
(Tel.  823-8108). 

In  performing  its  duties,  the  Council  attends  approximately  200  night  meetings  a 
year. 

For  the  future,  continued  activity  in  community  planning  assistance  will  be  em- 
phasized along  with  major  regional  efforts  in  economic  development,  land  use,  and 
housing.  Dissemination  of  planning  information  will  be  continued.  The  Council  is 
working  closely  with  the  N.H.  Public  Utilities  Commission  in  the  improvement  and 
upgrading  of  the  North  Country's  rail  lines,  especially  the  Lincoln  line  and  the  North 
Stratford  to  Beecher  Falls  line. 

The  Council  sincerely  appreciates  and  thanks  the  town  for  its  support  and  par- 
ticipation. This  support  has  enabled  the  Council  to  provide  a  good  deal  of  local  and 
regional  services.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  AND  DISTRICT  CHIEF 
REPORT  TO  TOWNS 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  town  selectmen  and  city  councils,  the  Division  of 
Forests  and  Lands  appoints  a  forest  fire  warden  and  several  deputy  forest  fire  war- 
dens in  each  town  and  city  every  three  years.  The  town  or  city  warden  is  responsible 
for  maintaining  a  force  of  men  and  adequate  equipment  to  suppress  any  wildfire  that 
occurs  in  his  town  or  city  during  his  term  of  appointment.  The  fire  warden  must 
authorize  all  open  burning  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow.  No  open  fires 
can  be  authorized  between  9  a.m.  and  5  p.m.,  unless  it  is  raining,  without  the  ad- 
ditional permission  of  the  state  district  fire  chief. 

Any  person  wishing  to  kindle  an  open  fire  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with 
snow  must  first  obtain  the  written  permission  of  the  forest  fire  warden.  Camp  and 
cooking  fires  also  require  the  warden's  permission. 

The  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands,  through  its  Forest  Fire  Service,  assists  all  cities 
and  towns  in  meeting  these  requirements  by  training  the  warden  and  deputy  forces  in 
wildfire  suppression  tactics,  making  hand  tool  suppression  equipment  available  at 
fifty  percent  of  cost,  supplying  pieces  of  Federal  excess  property  for  use  as  fire  attack 
vehicles  and  sharing  up  to  fifty  percent  of  the  cost  of  wildfire  suppression  costs. 

Wildfire  prevention  is  also  a  joint  state,  city  or  town  program.  Smokey  Bear  is 
available  from  the  Forest  Fire  Service  for  local  fire  prevention  programs.  Posters  and 
Junior  Ranger  kits  are  available  for  distribution  by  local  fire  departments  upon  request 
to  the  Forest  Fire  Service.  Each  forest  fire  warden  is  expected  to  carry  on  a  con- 
tinuous wildfire  prevention  program  within  his  town  or  city.

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1975  WORK  REPORT 

Installed  drainage  culverts  along  the  sewer  line  to  the  lagoon  in  Langdon  Park  that 
was  being  washed  out  from  drainage  from  the  Area  School  athletic  field. 

Culverts  were  installed  on  water  line  right-of-ways  in  drainage  areas  to  keep  lines 
from  washing  out  and  to  give  access  to  these  areas  by  tractor. 

In  1975  a  total  of  124,328,036  gallons  of  water  was  consumed  by  metering  and 
approximately  3,000,000  by  trailers. 

A  total  of  160,000,000  gallons  was  pumped.  A  total  of  948  feet  6  inches  of  pipes  of 
all  sizes  were  laid  in  1975. 

The  Sewage  Treatment  Plant  treated  a  total  of  193,185,700  gallons  of  influent 
pumped.  A  total  of  471,368  gallons  of  sludge,  which  when  dewatered  produced  367 
cubic  yards  of  filtered  sludge  which  weighed  438,600  pounds.  25  1 12  cubic  yards  of 
sand  was  removed  from  the  influent. 

It  required  13,500  pounds  of  lime,  1,347  gallons  of  ferric  chloride  and  15,935 
pounds  of  chlorine  gas  to  process  the  sewerage  that  went  through  the  plant  in  1975. 
The  average  daily  flow  was  529,275.89  gallons  per  day  and  the  high  flow  for  one  day 
occurred  on  March  20, 1975  and  was  2,734,000  gallons.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


National  surveys  have  recently  verified  what  many  parents  and  some  educators 
have  been  concerned  about  for  years-academically  students  are  not  doing  as  well  as 
they  used  to.  One  indicator  is  the  current  downward  trend  in  the  Scholastic  Aptitude 
Test  scores.  The  S.A.T.  is  the  primary  text  used  to  determine  qualifications  for 
college  admission  and  is  taken  each  year  by  nearly  one  million  college-bound  high 
school  students.  Some  argue  the  schools  aren't  putting  enough  emphasis  on  the 
basics,  especially  reading  and  mathemetics.  One  might  answer  by  saying  that  if  this 
were  true,  one  would  expect  mathematics  scores  to  drop  more  radically  than  verbal 
scores,  but  a  recent  report  published  by  the  College  Entrance  Examination  Board 
entitled,  College-Bound  Seniors,  1974-1975, says  that  "the  decline  in. verbal  scores 
has  been  larger  than  the  decline  in  mathematical  scores."  Some  argue  that  children 
watch  so  much  television  that  their  minds  become  dulled.  One  might  answer  by 
saying  that  although  last  year's  students  posted  the  most  radical  decline  in  scores  in 
S.A.T. 's  history,  a  recent  government  study  indicates  children  spend  iess  time 
watching  TV  than  the  previous  year.  In  fact,  for  almost  every  reason  you  might  present 
as  contributing  to  the  decline  in  the  S.A.T.  scores,  I  am  sure  a  reasonable  counter 
viewpoint  can  be  argued.  Fortunately  the  Plymouth  Schools  are  showing  an  increase 
in  standardized  test  scores  compared  to  the  results  of  four  years  ago. 

In  my  report  to  you  last  year,  I  mentioned  that  the  proposed  budget  did  not  contain 
many  of  the  services  we  felt  desirable.  In  the  past,  we  have  attempted  to  run  your 
school  department  with  limited  financial  resources,  and  I  would  venture  to  say  we 
have  done  a  creditable  job.  However,  with  the  projected  high  school  enrollment 
showing  an  additional  50  students,  and  with  new  state  and  federal  laws  requiring 
additional  services  and  programs,  we  are  in  dire  need  of  additional  personnel.  This, 
year  your  proposed  budget  contains  a  high  school  special  education  teacher,  an 
expanded  science  position,  an  expanded  social  studies  position, additional  clerical 
help,  and  a  part-time  speech  therapist. 

Although  the  proposed  budget  for  1976-1977  school  year  includes  some  additional 
expenditures,  in  no  way  does  it  reflect  the  total  needs  of  your  school  department.  The 
proposed  budget  is  a  serious  compromise  between  the  needs  of  the  school  and  your 
taxes.  For  example,  we  need  an  additional  high  school  guidance  counselor,  the 
parking  lot  is  a  "disaster  zone",  especially  during  the  winter  months,  the  drainage 
system  above  the  school  needs  remediation,  several  building  problems  exist  such  as 
kitchen  equipment  and  lighting,  and  many  more. 

Some  Highlights  of  the  Proposed  1976-1977  Budget 

Account  #1  35 

Legal  and  advisory  services  are  essential  for  the  School  Board  to  protect  the  rights 
and  interests  of  the  School  District.  Also,  the  use  of  a  professional  auditing  firm 
makes  the  system  more  accountable  to  the  public. 

Account  #210 

Generally  speaking,  this  represents  the  results  of  a  negotiated  settlement  with  the 
teachers,  increases  for  the  school  administrators,  and  the  new  positions  previously 
mentioned. 

Account  #235 
Primarily,  increased  costs  for  testing,  special  projects,  and  scheduling. 

Account  #290 

Field  trips,  office  supplies,  assemblies,  increased  postage,  and  the  projected 
teacher  staff  development  activities. 
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Account  #500 

Increased  transportation  costs  are  based  on  a  basic  contract  plus  the  athletic 
expenditures  and  a  projected  growth  in  the  feeder  routes. 

Account  #610 
A  pay  increase  for  the  custodians  plus  some  part-time  help. 

Account  #735 

This  account  now  shows  the  district  share  of  the  park  foreman's  salary,  extra 
grounds  help  for  the  summer,  and  the  maintenance  contracts  formerly  in  account 
#635. 

Account  #800 

The  rate  of  the  district  share  towards  the  teachers'  retirement  system  will  more  than 
double  next  year,  plus  the  effect  of  increases  in  salaries. 

Account  #890 

A  change  in  rate,  plus  the  cost  of  a  new  health  insurance  plan  negotiated  with  the 
teachers. 

Account  #1000 
A  negotiated  settlement  with  teachers  on  extra-curricular  payments. 

Highlights  of  Special  Articles 

Deficit  Appropriation 

The  sum  of  $32,976.00  is  being  requested.  The  deficit  is  primarily  the  result  of  a 
litigation  settlement  concerning  the  construction  of  the  school  and  a  state  error  in 
revenue. 

Maintenance  Building 

The  School  department  has  well  over  $12,000.00  invested  in  equipment  used 
primarily  to  maintain  the  school  grounds.  Presently,  we  store  materials  in  the  in- 
structional areas  of  the  school  and  some  is  left  outside. 

The  proposed  structure  would  be  used  to  store  equipment,  permit  repairs  and 
general  maintenance,  and  increase  the  efficiency  of  the  grounds  care.  The  Plymouth 
AREA  High  School  Vocational  Department  would  construct  the  building  and  the  site 
work  would  be  sub-contracted. 

Drainage 

The  lower  portion  of  the  school  grounds  (east  side)  is  subject  to  soil  erosion.  In 
fact,  a  major  gully  has  occurred  on  the  extreme  lower  portion.  At  the  request  of  the 
School  Board,  the  U.S.  Soil  Conservation  Service  has  studied  the  area  and  made 
recommendations.  The  remediation  will  consist  of  a  deversion  and  outlet  plus 
stabilization  of  the  gulley.  Please  note  an  income  item  on  the  revenue  side  of  the 
budget. 

Supplemental  Appropriation 

The  School  District  will  receive  more  Vocational  money  than  anticipated  last 
March.  Therefore,  although  the  money  is  classified  as  "in  and  out",  we  are  required  to 
ask  the  voters  for  permission  to  spend  beyond  the  appropriation  voted  last  March. 
This  money  does  not  affect  your  taxes. 

Lord's  Prayer  and  Pledge  of  Allegiance 

A  new  state  law  permits  the  School  District  to  authorize  the  voluntary  recitation  of 
the  traditional  Lord's  Prayer  and  the  Pledge  of  Allegiance  to  the  Flag  in  public 
elementary  schools.

EXPLANATION  OF  SUPERINTENDENT'S  AND 
ASSISTANT  SUPERINTENDENT'S  SALARY  FOR  1974-1975 

Chapter  189,  Section  48  Revised  Statutes  Annotated  of  the  State  of  New  Hamp- 
shire, requires  that  the  school  district  annual  report  show  the  total  amount  paid  to  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools  as  per  the  following  quotation:  "Reports.  Each 
superintendent  of  a  supervisory  union  shall  annually  prepare  a  report  of  the  total 
salary  paid  to  the  superintendent,  showing  in  detail  the  amount  paid  by  the  state  and 
each  local  school  district,  and  their  share  of  same.  Said  report  shall  be  filed  with  the 
school  board  of  each  school  district  involved  and  shall  be  included  in  the  annual 
report  of  the  respective  school  district  as  a  separate  entry.  A  like  report  and  entry  shall 
be  made  for  each  assistant  superintendent,  teacher  consultant,  and  business  ad- 
ministrators, if  any  is  in  service  in  the  union." 

One-half  of  the  supervisory  union  expenses  is  prorated  among  the  several  school 
districts  of  the  union  on  the  basis  of  adjusted  valuations.  One-half  is  prorated  on  the 
basis  of  average  daily  membership  in  the  school  for  the  previous  school  year  ending 
June  30th.  The  salary  of  $1 8,500  which  was  received  by  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 
of  Supervisory  Union  #48  during  1974-1975  was  made  up  as  follows:  $2,500  paid  by 
the  State  of  New  Hampshire  and  $16,000  was  prorated  among  the  school  districts 
comprising  the  Supervisory  Union.  Allowance  for  $1 ,000  travel  within  the  Union  was 
also  prorated  as  stated  above. 

The  salary  of  the  Assistant  Superintendent  during  1974-1975  was  made  up  as 
follows:  $2,400  paid  by  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  and  $13,100  was  prorated  as 
stated  above.  Allowance  for  $1 ,200  travel  within  the  Union  was  also  prorated  as  stated 
above.

PRINCIPAL'S  ANNUAL  REPORT 

1975-1976 


Plymouth  AREA  High  School,  a  comprehensive  high  school  accredited  by  the  State 
of  New  Hampshire  and  by  the  New  England  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges,  is 
continuing  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  students  it  serves. 

With  the  advent  of  Vocational  Education  and  Plymouth's  advantage  of  being 
designated  as  an  Area  Vocational  Center,  five  vocational  programs  are  presently  being 
offered  to  1 1 0  students.  As  a  corollary  to  the  Distributive  Education  program,  a  school 
store,  run  by  students,  is  in  full  operation.  Along  with  this  new  program  the  Power 
Mechanics  course  is  being  offered  at  the  Vocational  Building. 

Plymouth  AREA  High  School  was  one  of  four  New  Hampshire  high  schools 
designated  as  a  recipient  of  federal  funding  to  explore  Career  Education.  In  addition, 
a  Career  Resource  Center  is  bei  ng  developed  as  part  of  our  library  facility. 

The  enrollment  in  the  high  school  next  year  will  be  approximately  570,  an  increase 
of  60  over  this  year.  The  projected  enrollment  the  following  year  is  expected  to  be  585. 

Plymouth's  athletic  teams  continue  to  represent  both  the  school  and  the  com- 
munity well.  The  girl's  track  team  has  been  undefeated  in  regular  season  meets  for 
three  years;  the  girl's  ski  team  was  crowned  Class  B  State  Champions  last  February; 
and  the  football  team  won  the  Division  III  State  Championship  in  November.  The 
Division  III  All-State  Football  Team  contained  eight  "Bobcats".  Three  new  sports  were 
instituted  this  past  year:  girl's  field  hockey,  crosscountry,  and  J.V.  baseball. 

On  the  musical  side  it  can  be  noted  that  three  band  members  of  the  Plymouth  AREA 
High  School  were  chosen  for  the  All-State  Band  as  a  result  of  state-wide  competition. 

As  of  this  writing  twenty-two  students  in  the  Class  of  1976  have  been  accepted  by 
institutions  of  higher  learning.  It  is  anticipated  that  over  sixty  percent  of  this 
graduating  class  will  seek  acceptance  into  post-secondary  education  -  a  marked 
increase  over  previous  years. 

During  the  school  year  the  Plymouth  AREA  High  School  National  Honor  Society 
has  been  reactivated.  Students  who  have  fulfilled  the  society's  requirements  of 
scholarship,  service,  character,  and  leadership  are  elected  to  this  society  by  the 
administration  and  faculty.  The  society's  forty  members  provided  assistance  with  the 
freshman  orientation  program,  sponsored  a  career  night,  participated  in  the  Red 
Cross  Bloodmobile  program,  conducted  an  initiation  ceremony  for  newly-elected 
members,  and  organized  a  banquet  to  which  they  invited  the  school  board,  ad- 
ministration, faculty,  and  parents. 

May  I  once  again  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  this  community  for  giving  me  the 
privilege  of  working  with  our  young  citizens.

As  I  reminisce  over  what  have  been  our  goals  for  these  years,  the  thing  that  stands 
foremost  in  my  mind  is  "individualization".  I  feel  that  our  total  school  faculty  has  tried 
to  know  every  child,  to  recognize  his  needs  and  has  been  dedicated  to  helping  each 
one  succeed. 

In  order  to  do  this,  we  have  had  many  conferences  with  parents  to  talk  with  about 
their  children  and  to  find  ways  of  working  together  to  help  them  solve  their  problems. 
The  teachers  have  come  a  long  way,  also,  in  planning  programs  that  will  fit  the 
youngster's  needs.  No  more  does  one  find  all  children  in  a  grade  working  in  the  same 
book  on  the  same  page.

We,  at  Plymouth  Elementary  School,  want  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank 
everyone  who  has  helped  make  this  year  a  successful  one.

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PLYMOUTH  SCHOOL  NURSE'S  REPORT 


The  following  is  the  1975  report  of  the  health  program  for  the  Plymouth  Schools: 

Dr.  F.D.  Mclver,  school  physician,  completed  physical  examinations  for  310  pupils 
including  thos  who  participated  in  athletic  activities. 

In  January,  Dr.  Mclver,  assisted  by  Irene  Jenness,  R.N.  from  the  Pemi-Baker  Home 
Health  agency  conducted  an  immunization  clinic  for  children  in  grades  I  thru  IV  and 
those  attending  the  Pemigewasset  Development  Center.  A  total  of  fifty-one  doses  of 
vaccine  were  administered  as  requested  by  parents;  these  included  mumps,  measles, 
rubella  and  Sabin  oral  polio  vaccine. 

The  Matching  Fund  Dental  Health  Program,  sponsored  by  the  Bureau  of  Dental 
Public  Health,  was  active  this  year  with  Rev.  P.V.  George  as  chairman  and  Dr.  James 
Pyak  doing  dental  work  for  this  program.  Transportation  to  and  from  the  dentist's 
office  was  provided  by  members  of  the  Business  and  Professional  Women's  Club. 

The  Lindsay  Fund,  administered  by  Mrs.  Jeanette  Connary  (treasurer  of  the  local 
Red  Cross  Chapter)  provided  extensive  dental  work,  by  Dr.  D.B.  Whitesell,  for  two 
high  school  students. 

In  April,  the  Plymouth  Lions'  Club  sponsored  the  Pre-School  Vision  and  Hearing 
Screening  Program  in  conjunction  with  the  N.H.  Department  of  Health  and  Welfare 
and  assisted  by  students  from  Plymouth  State  College.  A  total  of  117  children  were 
screened  for  defective  vision  and  hearing  with  several  being  referred  to  physicians  for 
further  testing  and/or  treatment. 

The  Lions'  Club  also  provided  funds  for  vision  tests  and  glasses  for  two  pupils. 

The  Salvation  Army  Fund  provided  boots,  shoes  and  sneakers  for  one  child. 

In  November  another  immunization  clinic  was  held  by  Dr.  Mclver,  assisted  by  Irene 
Jenness,  R.N.  and  Eileen  Mayhew.  This  time  64  doses  of  vaccine  weregiven  including 
measles,  mumps,  tetanus-diphtheria,  rubella  and  Sabin  oral  polio.  The  pupils  im- 
munized were  in  grades  I  thru  IV.

Summary  of  Significant  Accounting  Policies 

The  accounts  of  the  District  are  maintained  on  a  cash  basis.      Entries 
are  made  at  year  end  to  place  them  on  a  modified  accrual  basis.      Under 
the  modified  accrual  basis  the  more  important  revenue  and  expenses  are 
accrued,    except,    interest  on  outstanding  indebtedness  which  is  paid  together 
with  matured  indebtedness  from  appropriations  of  the  following  year  expen- 
ditures for  supplies,    property,    plant  and  equipment  are  expensed  in  the  year 
of  purchase.      Retirement  funds  for  the  benefit  of  employees  are  provided 
through  the  New  Hampshire  Retirement  System.
